A NEW METHOD OF RESEARCH 


The new-science service laboratovi?s 
situated at Lethbridge were formally 
opened recently. Swentific research 
in all fields of human effort is going 
ahead these days in leaps and bounds 
there is, of course, the same necessity 
for modern scientific research ir 
agriculture as with everything else 
Magnificent work has been done by 
Canadian agricultural scientists in 
past years. As a rule, however, eac’ 
separate agricultwra] problem involv 
ing scientific researsi: has been con- 
ducted mor2. or less by individza 
scientists, or by a small group 0 
scientists, attacking each problem a. 
a number of individual points 
The conception of new science ser- 
vice laboratories, however, is to as: 
semble at one point teams of differ 
ent kinds of scientists so that many 
different types of scientific reszarc} 
effort can be concentrated on th 
solving of any one problem; it is 
considered that thereby quicker anc 
better results will ensue.Today, there 
fore, the laboratories are staffe: 
by many different kinds of scientists 
such as plant and animal pathologist: 
bacteriologists, ‘botanists, chemists, 
entomologists, microbiologists and 
others, all working as a team, Should 
this type of team work in agricul- 
tural research, as ¢estabilshed now at 
Lethbridge, prove sucessful, then it 
is expected that a number of other 
similar science service laboratories 
wil] established throughout the 
Dominion.

In the little grave yard at Fort 
Walsh stands a tombstone marking 
the last resting place of Captain 
Clark of the Mounted, Hie was a 
nephew of Sir John A, and Lady Muc- 
Donald and he died of typhoid at the 
Fort in 1880. 

Three years later the C.P.R, was 
built to Medicine Hat and Fort Walsh 
was abandoned, The Force was split 
{nto two divisions, one located at 


Maple Creek and one at Medicine 
Hat. lel GL oe 
Although not in the official 


records, there is a story connected 
with the headstone that is of some 
interest. The Maple Creek detach- 
ment received the stone early in the, 
winter with the name of Captain 
Clark neatly inscribed on it and with 
the request that it be placed on the 
grave and the grave be kept in order, 
The tombstone was put out in the 
coa] shed of the barracks, Month 
after month went by and an opportuni ' 
ty to take it to ‘Fort ‘Walsh never 
geemed to come.

MANY PEOPLE HAVE DREAMED of a state which would be econom- 
ically self-sufficient and would not be dependent upon foreign trade for its 
welfare and prosperity. Actually, however, foreign trade is important to 
most cotintries today and around it revolve some of the most complex prob- 
lems of our times, Canada is one of those countries whose prosperity de- 
pends upon buying and selling abroad.

Foreign Trade habilitation in Europe the demand there for our 
grain and other farm products was great, but with production returning to 
normal in many places, Canada is giving increased attention to the build- 
ing up of foreign markets. It has recently been announced that the Do- 
minion Trade Department is giving thought to this matter and that plans 
have been made to expand the present service for holding and expanding 
markets for our farm products, The new policy calls for the creation of a 
branch of the Trade Commission to deal exclusively with the selling of 
Canadian wheat, eggs, bacon, cheese and fruit, and four farm specialists 
have been appointed to be trained for work in the Trade Commission Ser- 
vice, The new men appointed, W. F. Hillhouse of Saskatoon, D, B. Laugh- 
ton of Nelson, B.C., W. J. Van Vliet of Quinton, Sask., and C. J. Small of 
Toronto, will be trained as agricultural specialists and will go to appoint- 
ments abroad, \
